Russia’s Malik Shouts Ob- 


jection and Goes Into 


—Measure Allows Price- 
Wage Controls, Allo- 
cations. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) — 
Congress sent to the White House 
today a bill giving President Tru- 
man broad powers to control 
prices, wages, credit and strategic 
materials. 

Both the Senate and House 
passed the compromise measure 


on voice votes. The House acted 
first. 


President Truman is expected 
to approve the bill speedily, but 
not before his fireside chat to the 


nation tonight on the Korean war 
situation emergency. 
Scope of Bill. 

The home - front mobilization 
bill would permit wage and price 
controls, consumer rationing, real 
estate and credit controls. 

Worked out in a Senate-House 
conference from separate versions 
passed earlier by the two houses, 
the bill also would provide au- 
thorit or allocation of scarce 
commodities, defense contract 
priorities and financial aid to de- 
' fense producers. 

The bill as finally approved by 
Congress and sent to the White 
House, gives Truman some au- 
thority he did not ask for, and 
does not give him some that he 
wanted. 

Before the House had shouted 
its approval of the bill, it defeat- 
ed by a 155 to 20 standing vote 
a motion to return the bill to 
committee. ” 

A compromise between differ- 
ent bills passed by the Senate and 
the House, the bill was whipped 
into final shape late yesterday by 
a conference committee of the two 
branches. 

.The agreement was reached 
just about six weeks after Tru- 
man asked Congress on July 19 
for power to combat inflation and

FONDER, IT SEEMS 


Many young wives who have 
brought suit to divorce their 
draft-age husbands, apparently 
have found the possibility of their 
husband’s absence combined with 
a monthly government allotment 
check a strong influence for re- 
conciliation, Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius said yesterday. 

The judge, who has been pre- 
siding in the .divorce courts this 
summer, said he had observed a 
sharp increase in the dismissal of 
suits, especially those filed by 
young wives, since the outbreak 
of the Korean war. 

“While no one is required to 
explain why a suit is dismissed, 
some young wives have comment-

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Sept. 1 
—Britain’s Sir Galdwyn Jebb as- 
sumed the presidency of the 
United Nations’ Security Coun- 
cil today and immediately ruled, 
in the face of a Soviet challenge, 
that a South Korean represent- 
ative be invited to join the dis- 
cussion on the Korearr war. 

Russian Delegate Jacob A. Ma- 
lik attended today’s session. dur- 
ing his tenure as president of the 
Council in August, Malik refused 
to make a ruling on this question. 
The West contended that the in- 
vitation issued by the Council on 
June 25 to Korean Ambassador 
John Muyn Chang was valid 
throughout the Council’s discus- 
sion of the Red Korean invasion. 
Malik insisted, that Nerth Korea 
should be invited also to send 
a representative. 

Council Tied Up for Month. 

The Russian’s refusal to rule 
whether invitation to South Ko- 
rea still was valid tied the Coun- 
cil in a procedural knot through- 
out 4ts 14 meetings in August. 

As soon as Jebb called the 
meeting to order, he _ invited 
Chang to take his place at the 
table. t 

Even while the interpreters 
wére translating Jebb’s invitation 
into French, Malik was shouting 
in English, “point of order, Mr. 
President.” 

“The Soviet delegation,” said 
Malik, “objects. to your ruling 
and, I take it, in accordance with 
the practice and procedure of our 
Council, your ruling is not legal.” 

Sought “Equitable Solution.” 

He said Russia had sought 
throughout August to bring about 
“an equitable solution” to this 


invitations be extended to both 
North and South Korea. He cited 
previous disputes considered by 
the Council, such as the Indonesia 
case and the Kashmir case. 
Then he was off on the same 
type of harangue with which he 
had consumed some 120 pages 
of the 220-page verbatim record 
of the Council’s meetings in 
August.

By indirection, Malik accused 
Korea’s Chang of being a crimi- 
nal: He said the Council invited 
to its discussion “‘even a private 
person representing nobody, 
guilty of heavy crimes, guilty of 
betraying his country.” 

“However,” he said, “when one 
deals with an invitation to the 
representative of North Korea, 
then, because such a representa- 
tive might tell the truth about the 
aggression of the United States 
and about Ameriean moustrosi- 
ties in Korea, the delegation of 
the United States violates the 
charter crudely and prevents the 
representative of North Korea 
from attending meetings of the 
Security Council.” : 

Malik repeated his proposal 
that both North and South Ko- 
rea be invited to Council meet- 
ings and said he would insist on 
a vote on that proposition in the 
eourse of today’s meeting. 

Russian Veto Expected. 

The Western powers, for their 
part, hoped to force a vote today 
on’ an American resolution sub- 
mitted on July 31 which calls on 
all members to refrain from “as- 
sisting or encouraging” North Ko- 
rea.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1)(UP)—

He said also that the committee 
would consider revising the abso- 
lute draft exemption now granted 
by law to veterans of World War 
Il. Single veterans should be} 
called to service ahead of men 
with children, he said. 

Clarifying his statement yester- 
day that fathers might have to be 
drafted, Vinson told a reporter 
it obviously would not be proper 
to draft fathers 19 through 25 
while letting older single men, 
or men with dependents other 
than children, go free. 

Vinson said draft calls between 
now and January, when the new 
Congress convenes, would not en- 
danger fathers. 

Steps to Delay Draft of Fathers. 

He proposed these steps to de- 
lay the time when fathers may 
have to go: . 

The services must lower their 
induction standards. Too many 
men are being rejected for 
failure to pass fairly rigid 
mental tests. 

Congress- must consider rais- 
ing the present draft age limits 
to scoop in more single men 
and men with dependents other 
than children. 

Congress also must consider 
revising the present absolute 
exemption of veterans. Those 
who are single should go be- 
fore other men with children.-

COUNTER-ATTAGKS,

50,008 of Enemy in Push 
on South, West Fronts 
Advance Over. Own

TOKYO, Sept. 1 (AP)—Storm- 
ing forward over piles of their 
own dead, Korean Reds today 
knocked two holes in the Ameri- 
can defense line in a continuing 


massive assault. It is their great- 
est attack of the Korean war. 

One of the holes was quickly 
plugged, temporarily at least, 
when American tanks and. infan- 
trymen recaptured Haman, 35 
miles west of the United Nations 
lifeline port of Pusan. Haman 
had fallen earlier to wildly-shout- 
ing Red infantry advancing be- 
hind Russian-made tanks in the 
teeth of a mass Allied aerial and 
artillery counter-blow. 

The United States Twenty-fifth 
Division yielded Haman on its 
right flank while the United 
States Second Division’s left flank 
retreated eight miles to positions 
east of Yongsan, 16 miles north- 
west of Haman. 

17 River Crossings. 

The Reds crossed the Naktong 
at 17 points on the western front. 

The front flamed into action at 
midnight Thursday on a 55-mile 
stretch from the winding Naktong 
river west of Taegu to the sea. 

“Bodies are stacked up by the 
hundreds,” a Second Division of- 
ficer told Correspondent Jack 
MacBeth. “But they’re still com- 


Fifty thousand Communist 
troops were estimated to be in- 
volved in the attack, which Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur said “appears 
to be an all-out effort.” Two Red 
divisions were hurled at the 
Twenty-fifth Division at the 
southern end of the line an an- 
other at the Second Division, im- 
mediately to the north. Two more 
divisions were reported being 
held in reserve to exploit any 
break-through. 

A spokesman at Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters said he was 
not able to pinpoint all the Nak- 
tong crossings because of the na- 
ture of the fighting. The North 
Koreans thrust across the river 
at low tide. It was likely the 
crossed on underwater 
bridges constructed of logs or 
sand bags—Soviet style. 

Correspondent Stan Swinton es- 
timated that in the two-pronged 
actions the Reds had lost 2000 
dead and possibly 6000 wounded. 
Earlier, an Eighth Army commu- 
nique had reported 1000 Reds 
killed and three tanks destroyed 
in the action around Haman alone. 

Believed Last Big Fling. 

The Reds appeared tq be mak- 
ing a supreme bid to wipe out the 
United Nations beachbead on the 
southeast corner of the Asiatic 
peninsula. Field officers ex- 
pressed belief it was the final 
major offensive. 

Gen, MacArthur’s intelligence 
officer said a second major Red 
offensive—against another section 
of the beachhead—was still pos- 
sible. He added that the largest 
mass of enemy infantry still is 
presumed to be in the Waegwan 
area, northwest of Taegu. 

At a rising cost in men and 
equipment, the main Red punch 
was threatening the front’s an- 
chor: city of Masan on the south. 
And, in -the Yongsan area, the 
push had reached within 12 air 
miles of the main highway from 
Pusan and Taegu, Allied com- 
munications and supply center on 
the central sector.

Repeated Traffic Offender to 
Enter in Fall—Still 
Faces Charges. 


Robert H. Moore, whom the 
armed forces would not consider 
for enlistment because of the 

youth’s record of repeated major - 
traffic violations endangering oth- 
ers, has been enrolled for the fall 
term at Virginia Military Insti- 
tute, it was learned today.

Diabetic Child Believed 


Too Frail to Open Door 
of Auto in Which He 
Had Been Left.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Sept. 1— 

An intensive search was being 

made today by state police and 

sheriff's deputies for a 2-year-old 
diabetic, Earnest Cagle Jr., who 
disappeared early Sunday from an

The boy weighed only 192 
pounds and could not have opened 
the doors of the 11-year-old auto- 
mobile in which he had been left 
by his parents, Coutrakon said. 
Although a physician had diag- 
nosed the child’s illness as dia- 
betes, he had not been under reg- 
ular care at any time, the prose- 
cutor reported.

At 2:15 a.m. when they lteft the 
tavern, the Cagles said, they dis- 
covered their boy had disap- 
peared: Customers of the tavern, 
questioned by police, said they 
saw the baby in the front seat of 
the parked car but did not see 
the sleeping boy in the back.seat. 

Mrs. Cagle told police she had 
had two bottles of beer and her 
husband said he had had about 
four bottles.

A few days ago, President Truman urged 
quick action, stating that “certain countries” 
consider the extermination of whole populations 
to be “a justifiable means to promote their 
political objectives.” He did not name the coun- 
tries. He did not have to. 

Russia has quietly opposed the U.N. plan to 
write an international law against genocide. Ap- 
parently the Soviet Union suspects that charges 
might be raised because of her mass deporta- 
tion and disintegration of the Baltic peoples. 

Can Korea become a similar case? Ambassador 
John M. Chang of South Korea has asked the 
United States to adopt the genocide treaty. Dr. 
Chang stated that this would be at least a 
strong moral force deterring persecution of 
700,000 Christians in Korea. 

In Communist-controlled Korea there are said 
to be 400,000 Protestants and 306,000 Catholics. 
Dr. Chang fears they are in potential danger. 
The Christians provided many of the western- 
minded, anti-Communist leaders of his country. 

The United Nations and the United States 
are determined to halt the Communist aggres- 
sion in Korea. Should they not algo act now to 
discourage the worst potentialities of that ag- 
gression? Approval of the genocide treaty would 
hotify the Communist Koreans that mass atroc- 
ity would be punished. f 

Quick action is possible. Fifteen nations have 

ratified the convention, and only five more rati- 
fications are needed to put the ’force of the 
United Nations behind it. If the United States 
acts, other nations will follow. 
_ Yet, though the U.N. Assembly approved the 
convention without dissent, the Senate has sat 
on it for months. A subcommittee under Senator 
McMahon of Connecticut studied the proposal 
at length. The subcommittee proposed a series 
of permissible reservations to clarify and pro- 
tect the jurisdiction of American courts, and 
urged ratification. 

A do-nothing policy on genocide would put us 
in an unenviable position before the rest of the 
world. Americans should know that it was their 
Government which, mindful of the awful 
slaughter committed by the Nazis, led the effort 
in the U.N. to draft the proposed treaty. Today 
our Government leads the U.N. struggle with 
what Mr. Truman called “the forces of ag- 
gression and barbarism.” 

Under the circumstances, how could the 
United States Senate explain inaction on a 
treaty against pure barbarism?

Why Not Downtown? 


Nearly 190 American cities and towns now 
have zoning ordinances affecting parking, but 
only about 30 require parking facilities for 
new buildings erected in their downtown busi- 
ness districts. Judging by this report of the 
American Society of Planning Engineers, St. 
Louis is keeping poor company. 

Last spring the Board of Aldermen approved 
a new zoning ordinance, but after listening to 
protests from downtown business _ interests, 
they amended it to state: “The parking re- 
quirements shall not apply to buildings in the 
‘I’ Central Business District.” 

' This was an illogical piece of favoritism. 
Obviously, the business district is just where 
traffic congestion is worst, and where new 
parking space is most urgently needed. Further- 
more, businesses which draw customers down- 
town share responsibility for providing park- 
ing. The city should not have to provide it. 
for them at public expense. 

’ Apparently half-hearted zoning is not pe- 
culiar to St. Louis, but how long can the 
Board of Aldermen find any satisfaction in 
that? 
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Welcome Help in Korea 


When the veteran troops from London and 


.Scotland went ashore to join the Americans and 


South Koreans under the U.N. flag, Sgt. Ian 
Bell, of the new arrivals, said: “The lads feel 
we should have been here sooner.” ae 

There can be no doubt that many in the 
United States, to say nothing of the GIs at the 
front and in the bombers, have felt, too, that 
the British should have been there sooner. The 
defense of the Republic of South Korea is in the 
name of U.N., yet virtually all of the U.N. 
ground fighting has been done by the United 
States and the Korean defenders for more than 
two months. 

This is not to say that there has been no 
help at all. Far from if. Inthe air, the Aus- 
tralians have done yeomen service and British 
naval assistance has been very considerable. 

Six weeks ago, U.N.’s Secretary General Trygve 
Lie asked the 52 U.N. member nations to send 
troops in effective numbers. Thailand was the 
first Asiatic nation to help with its offer of 4500 
men. Australia and New Zealand also made 
early pledges and the Filipinos volunteered 
5000 equipped troops. Canada announced a bri- 
gade and Turkey matched Thailand's 4500. 
France, Belgium and The Netherlands each said 
Korean task forces would go from their coun- 
tries. And airmen and warships from U.N. na- 
tions got into action before ground troops. 

But the British battalions are the most im- 
portant ground reinforcements to arrive from 
another U.N. nation thus far and ground rein- 
forcements are sorely needed now. Others will 
be expected soon. If the free nations have 
learned any lesson since the '30s, it is that dicta- 
torial aggression must be met promptly’ with 
armed force. 
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Not a Closed Incident 
The White House has announced that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy Matthews affair is “closed.” 
Matthews announced he was in favor 
of the United States undertaking “a war of ag- 
gression for peace.” The State Department made 
it plain that that idea certainly is not the policy 
of the United States. And apparently President 
Truman would have matters rest there. 

But they should not be allowed to rest. there. 
Secretary Matthews’ irresponsible saber-rattling 
has given people the world around cause to 
wonder whether the United States really means 
what it says when it takes a stand for peace. 
And so long as he remains in office, there is 
grave danger that the doubt in people's minds 
will change to certainty. | 

Even disregarding the incontestable damage 
Secretary Matthews did to this nation’s prestige 
and influence, the issue is clearcut. A high

officer of the Federal Government has an- 
, nounced* publicly his opposition to the entire 
basis of United States foreign policy. Henry 
Wallace was fired for a similar action. If Secre- 
tary Matthews will not resign voluntarily, he 
should be compelled to quit. 
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Toward the Showdown in Germany 


Whether authentic or not, the reported pro- 
posals for a Russian peace treaty with East 
Germany which have been published by the 
British-licensed Berlin newspaper, Die Welt, con- 
_tain a warning for the West. The major items 
—re-militarization. of Eastern Germany, aban- 
donment of the territory behind the Oder-Neisse 
,line, abandonment of all four-power agreements 
regarding Germany—have been foreshadowed by 
what already has happened. 

And cert there will be few Germans, 
east or west, likely to regard as much of a 
victory a “peace treaty” with Russia which 
would sign away all claims to the former Ger- 
man lands in the east, all rights to protest 
‘about the German prisoners still held by the 
Soviet. Even the provisions for re-militarization 
would not be met by much rejoicing in Germany, 
and certainly would not cancel out in German 
eyes the projected long-term garrisoning by 
Russian armed forces. 

But there is nonetheless warning in this docu- 
ment which the West should heed. For if the 
‘treaty is signed, whether or not these ‘are the 
exact terms, then the propaganda pressure for 
the departure of the Western Allies from West 
Germany will increase. ! 

This is warning to the West to speed up its 
,plans for the integration of West Germany into 
West Europe, to put the Schuman plan into ef- 
‘fect, to take steps toward resolution of the ani- 
mosity between France and Germany, to decide 
what role West Germany is to play in the de- 
fense of the West. 

Particularly should the long-smouldering ques- 
tion of the defense of West Germany be faced, 
and answered speedily. The West should decide 
now whether its troops or German troops will do 
the job if the Kremlin pretends to pull out of 
East Germany and leave its German “peoples’ 
police” army in apparent control. If the deci- 
sion is for German troops for the West also, then 
no time should be lost in the formation of a 
common Western army in which German soldiers 
would be integrated with troops from other 
nations. 

But it is to be hoped that the job can be 
done without actual re-militarization of West 
Germany. Economic Co-operation Administrator 
Paul Hoffman said that West Germany can make 
its contribution to the common defense without 
reviving the German military machine. However 
this may be, West Germany must make its con- 
tribution. For without its resources, in Mr. 
Hoffman's words, “Western Europe will not 
be able to make its required contribution to the 
common defense effort:’

- Still Only Talk About Hurricanes 


The Gulf Coast escaped without serious dam- 


‘age from. the first hurricane which struck it 


this year. But the weather bureau already re- 
ports another hurricane forming in the Carib- 
bean, and how many more there will be this 
hurricane season nobody can tell. 

Particularly does no one know whether the 
southeastern coast of the United States and the 
, Caribbean area will be lucky enough to escape 
this season disasters like those of many former 
years. For sophisticated methods of tracking 
and watching the storms have been developed, 
but nothing is being done to try to head them 
off, or to pull their teeth before they strike. 

And a means of doing so may be available, 
if a little effort will only be devoted to trying 
to develop it. Dr. Irving Langmuir, the Nobel 
prize winner who has cajivinced most persons 
that he can induce clouds to pour down rain, 
thinks similar seeding methods could be used 
to break up hurricanes while they ane still over 
the ocean. } 

But thus far there has been no serious trial 
of the idea, perhaps because many professional 
United States weathermen still are inclined to 
believe that man can only talk about the weather, 
‘not do anything about it. Some of them are 
still skeptical about artificial ‘“rain-making,” 
despite the fact that Dr. Wallace Howell’s cloud- 
seeding over the New York watershed and New 
York’s full reservoirs at the end of what used 
to De a dry season seem to be more than co- 
incidence. 

Man has been in the habit since the beginning 
of time of resigning himself to the ravages of 
natural calamities. Perhaps this is one kind of 
calamity which can be prevented.. A relatively 
‘small sum expended in experiment now might 
save human lives and millions of gollars in hur- 
ricane damages later.

To Guard Against Persecution 
Militant crusaders for any cause can make a 
nuisance of themselves. Those with a yen for 
passing out handbills and crying out the merits 
of their cause can create a completely unjusti-

Though many progressive penal systems 


- exist, there is one factor that nullifies the 


efforts of the forward-looking, humanistic 
penal leaders and hampers the successful 
handling and treatment of offenders—the 
attitude of prison personnel. 

The smug superiority, sneering sancti- 
mony, cynical condemnation, punishment- 
promising posture of the average custodial 
officer must be eradicated. The unimagina- 
tive, unsympathetic individua! who never 
puts himself in the prisoner’s place is a 
misfit in penal service. 

If those responsible for the penal sys- 
tems feel that it is impossible to treat 
each offender individually because of pol- 
icy, expense, tradition or other reasons, 
let them remember that the present sys- 
tems yearly turn out thousands of resent- 
ful, discontented persons into society 
where their poisonous and vengeful atti- 
tudes may soon become a much more seri- 
ous menace to the American way of life. 

Allow the ordeal of punishment to be 
completed when a man enters a corrective 
institution; then, under the principles of 
the law of service, every effort can be di- 
rected to helpirig the offender achieve 
mental and emotional balance and enable 
him to take a productive place in life.

Tom. Clark, when Attorney General of 
the United States, stated that the system 
practiced by the Federal Bureau of Pris- 
ons was not producing the desired results. 
He stated further that 60 per‘cent of the 
inmates who had been subjected to such 
treatment return to crime when they are 


‘released. 


We accept the fact that the ratio of 60 
to 40 per cent can hardly be deemed a 
satisfactory one, but we cannot assume the 
pessimistic views of Mr. Clark toward the 
system itself. After all, the percentage 
would be much higher if no rehabilitative 
treatment were given, and the 60 per cent 


failure, we feel, is not due to rehabilita- 


tive treatment per se. It is a failure caused 
by the conflict between such treatment 
and the remains of ancient penological con- 
cepts which interfere with it. We refer, 
of course, to too much unneeded emphasis 
on discipline and custody. 

When a man serves a purely punitive 
prison term during which no effort is made 
to explain to him the false thinking be- 
hind his crime and no effort is made to 
help him overcome his deficiencies, he 
must necessarily emerge from the experi- 
ence worse than when he embarked upon 
it. Of course, granting this is so, he is 
more than likely to return to his old, or 
worse, habits. 

Nor is the attitude of society in general 
towards the ex-copvict one that can be 
calculated to ngthen his resolve, if 
such exists, to lead a decent and respect- 
able life.

Poet of Cultural Twilight 


RILKE: MAN AND POET, by Nora Wydenbruck. 

(Appleton-Centur-Crofts, $4.) 

Twenty-five years have elapsed since the 
death of Rainer Maria Rilke, last great 
poet of the German-speaking peoples and 
time has cleared the sentimental half- 
truths that obscured the outlines of this 
unusual figure. 

Rilke was born into decadence. His 
mother was a neurotic who dressed. her 
small son in girl's clothes and fostered 
those smouldering fancies which came to 
light Jater in his first significant prose 
work, “The Journal of Malte Brigge.” For 
his father the army was the cure for all 
ills of the flesh and the spirit and young 
Rene, as he was called then, was sent to 
a military school whose sterile discipline 
and poverty of imagination drove him 
further into the loneliness peopled by 
shadows. 

The feminine frailness of which his na- 
ture was compounde:] attracted those 
strong personalities 
who marked, harried, 
ignored and fostered 
his peculiar genius. 
Long after he had 
ceased to be Rodin’'s 
secretary he was 
drawn to Pafis; and 
despite the fact that 
he was never quite 
able to establish in- 
tellectual contact 
with Tolstoi, Russia 
4 gave impetus to his 
darker mystical writ- 


pu ings. 
Rilke Women exercised a 
profound influence 


on his life and work. ~ The relationship 
with most of them, including his wife, 
Clara Westhoff the sculptress, and Magda 
yon Hattingberg, the Benvenuta of a re- 
cemtly published biographical volume, was 
hectic, sublimely selfless, then bitter and 
regretful. Princess Marie Thurn ‘und 
'Taxis-Hohenlohe, his understanding pa- 
troness, was his greatest, most serene and 
long-lasting influence. Voluminous corre 
spondence, testifies to the ideal quality 
of this relationship for it was to her that 
he brought his poetic treasures much as 
a child mignt. The “Sonnets to Orpheus” 
and the “Duino Elegies,’ his greatest works, 
came into bejng during this more tranquil 
half of his unhappy existence. 

The Sonnets are the consummation of a 
curious death-in-life formulation, almost 
impossible to translate and occasioned by 
the sudden death of the young daughter 
of a friend. They open with the osoteric 
metaphor 
“There rose a tree. O purest oversoaring! 
O Orpheus sings! O high tree in my ear!” 

The elegies, 10 years in the writing, 
were completed at Duino, summer home of 
Princess Marie. The mysticism ‘of early 
poems, grounded perhaps in the mysticism 
of Suso. Tauler-and Silesius, becomes a 
search after the pure essence of Godhead. 
Man's task was to exist and to undergo 
unending transformation. This is Rilke’s 
slender bond with the Existentialists. 

Nora Wydenbruck the biographer, !s a 
niece of Princess Marie and thys closer 
to her subject than many who wrute about 
the poet were privileged to be. She has 
set down with honesty and understanding 
the personality which embodies the twi- 
light of German culture and spirituality. 
With a deep insight into the poet’s nature 
she has evaluated those shortcomings 
which made him intensely human without 
making them the measure of his work. 
Translations of the poems, scattered through 
the book, show a delicate perception of 
even the obscure poems.

Our desire is 
that Formosa not become em- 
broiled in hostilities disturbing to 
the peace of the Pacific and that 
all questions affecting Formosa be 
settled by peaceful means as en- 
visaged in the Charter of the 
United Nations.”

American Museum an Integral Part 
of Democratic Community.

ge German art museum offi- 
cialS, now on a State Department- 
financed tour of American mu- 
seums, spent their first day at the 
City Art Museum in Forest Park 
yesterday and praised the St. 
Louis museum educational pro- 
gram as a strong force for democ- 
racy. 

“Your extension work that 
reaches out to the public in clubs 
and schools makes the American 
feel his museum belongs to him 
and¢that art is for everybody,” 
said Johann Lauts, curator of the 
Karlsruhe museum. : 

“Ours is a different, an aloof 
tradition, deriving from the un- 
bending attitude of the princely 
and private collector. The Amer- 
ican museum tends to become an 
integral part of the democratic 
community, largely because of its 
educational work. It is that work, 
then, that we must study to help 
democratize Germany.” 

German Staffs Are Small. 

Guenter Busch, director of the 
Bremen museum, pointed out Ger- 
man museum staffs are so small 
that lectures and guided tours 
constitute their major teaching 
activity. 

Miss Elizabeth Nau, assistant 
curator of the Museum of His- 
torical and Folk Art of Stuttgart, 
said as much of the American 
program would be adopted as fea- 
sible, possibly through having 
museum personnel train more 
teachers for the work. 


With the aid ‘of photographs of 
museum activities, the visitors 
learned about the program here 
from Miss Mary Powell, a pioneer 
in the field, who has done all the 
work or supervised it since its in- 
ception. The Germans remarked 
about the size and intensity of 
interest of crowds of children 
sketching, watching artists’ dem- 
onstrations, listening to talks and 
playing museum games. 

Lost Teuch Under Nazis. 

Busch described an educational 
program for workers begun in 
Hamburg,as early as 1910, a plan 
based ‘on the adult education 
movement started by John Ruskin 
in England. 

“But German museums lost 
touch with the people during the 
Nazi regime,” he said. “At that 
time most museum officers failed 
to swallow Hitler’s ideas about 
experimental work being degen- 
erate and about nineteenth cen- 
tury story-telling and _  photo- 
graphic art being the ideal.

Comedy of Slapstick 


While “Kind Hearts and Coronets” kids British nobility 
with the rapier thrust, “FANCY PANTS,” the Bob Hope film 
now playing at the FOX, attempts the same thing with a blunt 
meat-axe, Apparently firm in their conviction that Hope's 

reputation is as sturdy as the British Isles, 
the producers of this one have loaded him 
down with as preposterous a tonnage of slap- 
stick as has ever been crammed into a would- 
be farce. The skeleton of the plot, which 
has more ribs than rib-ticklers, concerns an 
unemployed American actor who pretends to 
be a British butler, is hired by a social- 
climbing matron with a nature loving (“Aw, shaddup”) 
daughter, Lucille Ball, and taken back to a sagebrush town 
where he is mistaken for a member of nobility and must play 
act within his play acting. 

For all this devious plotting, the few laughs are based on 
such old standards as the fox hunting hounds swarming over 
the gravy on Hope's coat, the upset tray when someone flings 
a dart at his seat, etc. Despite hig handicaps, the comedian 
squeezes out a bubble of laughter with such lines as, “We've 
always worked here, my father, my father’s father, I could go 
back fa’ther than that,” an accomplishment which leads one 
to believe there'll always be a Hope, 

Fortunately this film is paired with a far-above-average 
second feature, "THE LAWLESS,” an honestly acted play 
about race discrimination and mob violence. The minority 
group, in this case is a settlement of Mexican-American fruit 
pickers in a California town, who are trying to live down a 
reputation for rowdyism. At a dance, several smarties from 
the right side of the track start a brawl in which a Mexican 
boy accidentally hits a policeman, gets panicky, and runs 
away. In the snowballing chain of events he steals two cars, 
is wrongly accused of attacking a hysterical teen-age girl, is 
hunted down like a dangerous criminal, and narrowly escapes 
lynching. 

A newcomer to films, Lalo Rios is impressive as the boy, 
eloquent with his few inarticulate words. ‘Macdonald Carey 
as the newspaper editor who didn’t want to be drawn into 
the fight, and Gail Russell as an embittered girl reporter on 
a Mexican paper,’do well in what might have been paper doll 
roles. The mob itself, drawn from inhabitants of a real Cali- 
fornia town, does a terrifying job of naturalness, proving the 
object lesson that violence and vandalism are only a step 
removed from the street corner opinion, “He’s no good— 
they’re none of them any good”; that, although trying to sway 
mob opinion is like “yelling at a thunderstorm,” there are 
times when someone has to do the yelling.

“THE BLACK ROSE,” which opens at the ST. LOUIS 
Theater today is the screen version of the novel of the same 
name and like the novel, the rose is much overblown. The 
setting moves from English medieval castles (and here it may 

be said that this is quite a week for castles 
in the cinema air), across desert wastelands, 
and into the atmosphere of Oriental splén- 
dor, thirteenth century style. Across this

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The Meeting of Hitler and Leopold 


Interpreter Reports His Impression That Belgian King Yielded Nothing to Fuehier; Details on Talk 


By Dr. Paul Schmidt 


Following is the last ef a series 


KING needed my sefvices as 
interpreter at Berchtesgaden 
on 19th November, 1940. Leo- 
pold of Belgium who was kept 
prisoner of war in his country, 
had an interview with Hitler. A 
few weeks before, King Leopold's 


sister, Crown Princess of Italy, . 


had been received by Hitler at the 
Berghof, and at an informal tea 
party she had mentioned the dif- 
ficult position of her home coun- 
éry, besides a number of Italian 
questions. 

As would be natural for a wom- 
an, she had emphasized the more 
human questions; she was espe- 
cially interestéd in the fate of the 
Belgian prisoners of war for 
whose return to their homes she 
spoke with much eloquence. She 
also described in very dark colors 
the condition of food supplies in 
Belgium. 

Hitler’s attitude was very eva- 
sive. If he’d been talking to a 
man, his reply on both questions 
would probably have been a 
rather blunt negative; but with 
women he was always much mild- 
er, especially if they were young 
and elegant. After a little time she 
was no doubt fully aware of Hit- 


ler’s evasive tactics. “If you will ' 


not discuss these matters with 
me,” she said finally with truly 
feminine tactics, “because I am 
only a woman and don’t under- 
stand politics, could you talk 
about it some time to.my brother 
Leopold?” : 

I saw at once that Hitler was 
not in the least interested in such 
a discussion; an irritable frown 
showed that he felt he had been 
caught. He hesitated, and then 
his forehead cleared as he said 
he was ready to receive King 
Leopold, but he assented in such 
a way as though to suggest: Noth- 
ifig will come of the matter. The 
Crown Princess was satisfied 
with her success. On the journey 
back to Munich I had to recapitu- 
late the whole conversation to 
make a very accurate report to 
her brother. 


When shortly afterwards I 
fetched King Leopold at the small 
inn below the Berghof for his 
interview with Hitler, I felt 
doubtful whether he knew any- 
thing of his sister’s previous talk 
with Hitler. As, tall and slender, 
he walked beside me, he seemed 
to me like an examination candi- 
date doing extra work to please 
his parents, while he doesn’t see 
any point in it.

ITLER received him with a 
H somewhat cold friendliness, to 

which I saw that he obviously 
had to force himself. When the 
King sat down in Hitler's office 
with an expression curiously 
mingling displeasure with expec- 
tation, I felt that he was secretly 
cursing his sister’s initiative. Hit- 
ler tried to improve the atmos- 
phere by some personal questions; 
on such occasions his genial 


remarks showed his Austrian up- 


bringing. 

“I regret the circumstances in 
which you have to visit me here 
on the Berghof. Have you any 
personal wish that I could grant?” 

“For myself personally I have 
no sort of wish,” replied Leopold 


in the condescending tone of 2» 


monarch to the revolutionary dic- 
tator from the people, who now 
sat opposite him as a conqueror, 
and thereby he indicated quite 
clearly that he intended to bring 
forward other, 
wishes. At first, however, he en- 
deavored to make Hitler more 
amenable by thanking him for 
what he had already done. But 
Leopold was no good diplomat: 
he spoke his words of gratitude, 
oe they did not sound convinc- 
Hitler then began with one of 
his long monologues about the 
general situation; but the con- 
versation develqped better than 
I had at first expected. In the 
course of his narrative, Hitler 
rather irrelevantly asked Leopold 
what was his opinion regarding 
the future relations between Bel- 
gium and Germany. Leopold an- 
swered adroitly with a counter 
question: would Belgium recover 
der independence on the conclu- 
sion of peace? F ; 
Hitler disliked all definite 
question and diverged with long 
dissertations about the future of 
Europe, but Leopold stuck to his 
point. He asked for a precise 
definition of Belgian neutrality, 
adding that he had especially in

unconditionally believe our own f 


mind independence in internal 
affairs, this clearly referring to 
German support for the Flem- 
ings. By now Hitler was ob- 
viously annoyed with such insist- 
ence; he therefore launched a 
fairly violent attack on Belgium’s 
previous attitude, the violation of 
her obligations as a neutral, and 
the like. In the future, Belgium 
must orientate herself politically 
and militarily toward Germany. 
“Am I to understand that Bel- 
gium’s political independence 
would be guaranteed in connec- 
tion with a military and political 
agreement between Belgium and 
the Reich?” Leopold counter-ques- 
tioned, while by emphasizing the 
Belgian love of independence in 
some remarks that immédiately 


followed, he cast doubt on the. 


practicability of such a solution. 
He demanded independence with- 
out any counter-offer, giving as 
his reason that Belgian inde- 
pendence had long been formally 
conceded by Britain, and that the 
Belgians would out of mere senti- 
ment turn to the side from which 
they received their independence 
guaranteed. 

From this moment Hitler was 
entirely unreceptive to any wishes 
expressed by Leopold. That the 
Belgian King, otherwise than 
other heads of states, had not 
most willingly acceded to the sug- 
gestion of collaboration with Ger- 
many, had obviously annoyed him. 
Pre-eminent amongst these wishes 
was the question of Belgian pris- 
oners of war. 

“We ourselves: require their 
manpower,” said Hitler. “The 
officers will naturally remain in 
captivity until the end of the 


Leopold still made desperate ef- 
forts to get some small concession 
from Hitler in the matter of food 
supplies and in the question of in- 
ternal administration. To each of 
these points the reply was in the 
negative. Henceforth the sense 
of antagonism was completely 
mutual; Leopold became more 
and more monosyllabic, and I 
sometimes had the impression 
that he no longer listened when 
his requests were refused. He let 
Hitler’s flood of words flow past 
him with a blank expression, with 
no more than an occasional for- 
mal gesture.

T tea Hitler produced a great 

trump card in order to in- 

duce the King to react to his 
suggestions for closer collabora- 
tion between the two countries. 
In the course of a long monologue 
about the new ordering of Eu- 
rope, he indicated that if Bel- 
gium relied on Germany he would 
not only guarantee her complete 
military protection,: so that the 
Belgians would scarcely need an 
army any more, but that Belgium 
might also acquire certain exten- 
sions of territory in the north, as 
far as Calais and Dunkerque.

Y report on this conversation 

was regarded ‘as relevant in 

1945 to the internal debate in 
Belgium regarding the return of 
King Leopold, being known as 
the “Schmidt Report.” I learned 
about this only much later, prac- 
tically by accident, and saw that 
apparently only one of my reports 
on the actual conversation had 
been found by the Allies, whereas 
the perhaps more important re- 
port containing Hitler’s offer at 
the tea party had apparently gone 
astray. °° ; 

I was indeed questioned by a 
Belgian representative about the 
conversation between Leopold and 
Hitler, during the mystification 
sometimes practiced in examining 
German officials in 1945, But I 
neither got a sight of my old re- 
port nor was I told what was 
really at issue. I would easily 
have been able to clear up any 
obscure points, had I been rightly 
informed. 


Later I learned that the ac- 
curacy of my report had been 
questioned. It was supposed to 
have represented some phrases of 
the King in a manner pleasing 
to Hitler and not as they had 
actually been spoken. This is 
completely off the mark, both 
because Hitler in the ordinary 
Way never saw my reports at the 
time, and because in 1940 I had 
not the slightest prospect of tak- 
ing sides in the dispute regarding 
the King of the Belgians of 1945. 
With regard to the King of the 
Belgians I had the impression 
then, as I have, today, that he 
yielded nothing to Hitler, and. I 
have reported in this sense. 


To see this it is necessary only 
to take the trouble to read my 
report in the German original.

South’s somewhat questionable 
action of hiding his heart suit 
should have given him a big ad- 
vantage in the play (because of 
the precise circumstances), but as 
events turned out, he would have 
been far wiser to settle for a 
small slam. 

West could see no safer lead 
than the spade y's 
ace, and only entry, was thus re- 
moved at the very start, which 
cut down declarer’s mobility to a 
considerable extent. Realizing that 
he would never get back to the 
board under his own steam, South 
cashed the two top diamonds, dis- 
carding hearts, but this, of course, 
was worth precisely nothing. East 
had no subsequent problem—he 
simply held his hearts, and South 
lamely conceded the thirteenth 
trick. 

It goes without saying that 
South was helpless in this hand 
against perfect defense, but let’s 
consider what he c have done 
to make the defense imperfect. 
There was no guarantee that he 
could do this, but surely it was 
worth the effort, rather than con- 
ceding defeat! The discards on 
the top diamonds were patently 
worthless, so South should have 
tried a different tack. He should 
have run off every one of his 
trumps, keeping the A-K-J of dia- 
monds (and, of course, at least 
one heart) threateningly in dum- 
my—and given East something to 
think about! The very fact that 
South had not mentioned his 
hearts during the bidding would 
have pointed up this hoax. Com- 
ing down to five cards, would East 
discard a diamond from his Q-10-7, 
over dummy’s A-K-J, in order to 
keep his three hearts, or would 
he let go a heart to hold dia- 
mond protection? 

The answer to this will never 
be known, but at least South would 
have had a chance!

Junior is the son of senior. ‘Sec- 
ond’ means a nephew or cousin 
of the man of the same name.” 

In the first place, junior does 
not mean “the son of senior.” 
Junior is a word from the Latin 
meaning “younger.” Senior means 
“older.” Junior is used a tragee 
to designate a son. who has the 
same full name as his father. Now 
the designation Junior (usually 
abbreviated: Jr.) is usually 
dropped from the son's name aft- 
er the father’s death. But it is 
in no way incorrect to continue 
using Junior after the death of 
the father. 

As a matter of fact (which the 
columnist should well know) the 
designation Junior is nearly al- 
ways retained by sons of well- 
known or famous fathers who 
have died; for example, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., Fulton Leads, . 
Jr. John D. Rockefeller, dJr., 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr. 

So our columnist’s dictum of 
“incorrect” is absurd. Equally ab- 
surd is her statement that “ ‘sec- 
ond’ means a nephew or cousin 
of the man of the same name.” 

Here is the way “Second” and 
“Third” are used: John Doe has 
two sons, John Doe, Jr., and Rich- 
ard Doe.
